Ten years ago, as an experiment. Hammer Films 
made a science fiction horror film. In England it 
was called THE QUATERMASS EXPERIMENT; 
in America, THE CREEPING UNKNOWN; and 
on both sides of the Atlantic it was an experi- 
ment that succeeded: block-buster business in 
Britain, universal appreciation from sci-fi & mon- 
ster fans in America. 

Over nite Hammer became in the mid-50s — and 
remains in the 60s — what Universal had been in 


the 30s: the shining star of supernatural, horror 
& monster movies. 

“Find out why QUATERMASS broke records,” 
Hammer chief Jimmy Carreras ordered his as- 
sistants. “Find out if it was the science fiction 
angle or the horror angle which brought the pub- 
lic in.” 

So every theater manager in the country who 
had shown the film was sent a questionnaire. Re- 
sult of the poll; it was the film’s horrific side

which had done the trick. 

“Airight, ' said Hammer’s head. “Now iet’s give 
them a ciassic horror story, a good juicy Gothic 
one, and see what happens.” 


UNKNOWN. Some critics attacked it and caiied 
it “revolting” but all agreed on one thing; its bril- 
liant production qualities. The public flocked to 
see it in millions ... in England, America, Japan. 


the return of Frankenstein then Drac came back 


And Anthony Hinds went to work and this time 
came up with a new-look and shock— &— shudder 
version, of gentle Mary Shelley’s very ungentle 
monster classic. The first British horror film to 
be made in color, it was directed by Terence Fish- 
er from a Jimmy Sangster screenplay and fea- 
tured Peter Cushing as bad Baron Frankenstein. 
Hideous & shambling, the new concept of “The 
Creature” was portrayed by Christopher Lee, who 
became an instant hit in the horror field. 

THE CURSE OF FRANKENSTEIN did even 
better at the box office than THE CREEPING 


The nekt logical step was— DRACULA. So 
THE HORROR OF DRACULA was born and it 
smashed British records to pieces and reportedly 
racked up the highest audience-faint hgures ever 
recorded to that time. Once again some critics 
labelled (or libelled} the new DRACULA “nause- 
ating” or “vile” but the public just didn’t agree, 
for some fright fans the vampiric performance 
of Christopher Lee topped even that of the im- 
mortal Lugosi. 

Hammer was now established as a horror stu- 
dio. They went on to make many more macabre

And what does the future hold, horror-wise, 
from Hammer Films, now a decade wiser in the 
ways of horror films? 

At present close to 150 persons are employed at 
their Bray studios, producing an average of 6 
hlms a year, each one taking about 6 weeks.

HYSTERIA? You haven’t seen anything yet. 
Ask writer-producer Jimmy Sangster, who has 
written the screenplays of most of Hammer’s 
horrors; — ask him if he ever has nightmares and 
he’ll laugh. “Nightmares? Never — I don’t dream 
them because I put them all down on paper in 
scripts and get them made into films!" In HYS- 
TERIA, we are promised, “Sangster’s mastery of 
the mysterious, of high tension & agonizing sus- 
pense, is given full play in the kind of hair-raising 
thriller in which he revels.” Jimmy Carreras said: 
“When I started reading the script I couldn’t put 
it down. It’s the kind of story that will leave audi- 
ences scared to go home after dark!”

Lugosi himself starred in the granddaddy of 
them all ’way back in 1932 when the Wm. Sea- 
brook shock book about previously unknown 
supernatural horrors in Haiti — “Magic Island”— 
was turned into the first film about the walking 
dead: WHITE ZOMBIE. 

Later (1936) there was REVOLT OF THE ZOM- 
BIES with Dean Jagger, and Boris Karloff sur- 
vived the electric chair to become a scientifically 
induced zombie in THE WALKING DEAD. 

Zombies were very big in 1943 when John Carra- 
dine starred in REVENGE OF THE ZOMBIES 
and the lamented Val Lewton (he died too soon) 
produced I WALKED WITH A ZOMBIE from 
the screenplay by Curt (“Donovan’s Brain” himself) 
Siodmak, starring Geo. Sanders’ brother Tom 
Conway. 

Bela came back to zombiism in 1945 in ZOM- 
BIES ON BROADWAY and in ’46 THE VALLEY

ston. 

The last time zombies were heard of was in 1957 
when the late Eddie Cdhn exposed Allison (50’

ception. He declares that his daughter Susan is 
not receiving visitors. Stephen informs him that 
it was her mother who invited him. But Witley, 
his once kindly face lined with mysterious fears 
& haggard with secret torment, tells him: “Mrs. 
Witley has been taken ill. I must ask you to leave 
at once.” 

Just then Susan Witley (Suzan Farmer) appears. 
To her father’s dismay she rushes into Stephen’s 
arms. 

Karloff & his ghoulish manservant [Terence de 
Marney) scowl as the lovely young Susan shows 
Stephen round the mansion and recounts some of 
its not too pleasant history. Among other things, 
she reveals that her grandfather, Corbin Witley, 
went mad while living in the house. 

Bedridden and hidden by morbid black drapery, 
Letitia Witley [Freda Jackson] makes a frail at- 
tempt at a warm welcome for Stephen— in that 
same shadowy bedroom in which your MW cor- 
respondent stood! 

Meanwhile, Witley & Merwyn are making a sol- 



emn, ritualistic pilgrimage deep in those under- 
ground cellars of the house, to a private temple 
called the Adytum, which features a weird collec- 
tion of scrolls & ancient tomes. Set in the floor 
in the center of the room is a hollow stone altar. 
On the walls are cabinets crammed with evil- 
looking executioners' axes, chains & other tools 
of death— a veritable torture chamber. 

Merwyn's face glows in a shimmer of dazzling 
light as he stares hypnotically at what he sees 
inside the altar. A large tarantula creepily crawls 
onto Witley's hand as he reaches to touch some- 
thing in a cabinet ... 

Upstairs in the bedroom, Letitia pleads with 
Stephen: “Take Susan away before it is too late!” 
She presses into his hands a box containing a gold 
earring. “It belonged to a former maid, Helga,” 
she says. She was stricken by a strange disease — 
and vanished.” 

Witley scornfully rejects Letitia’s fear that he 
may have inherited the taint of his fathers in- 
sanity.

Just then an- 
other hideous apparition appears at the window 
—a long-nailed & grotesquely shaped hand, almost 
like a claw. It vanishes before Stephen can see it. 

There is another scream in the, night— a cry of 
inhuman terror. Stephen & Susan, on their way 
to investigate, find Witley, his hair in disorder, 
blood streaming from a wound on his head. Gasp- 
ing like a madman he tells them that Merwyn has 
finally died an agonizing death. 

Stephen later^ watches as Witley silently dis- 
poses of Merwyn ’s body. As he passes near a green- 
house in the grounds, Stephen’s facie is inexplicably 
lit up by an eerie glow. 

danger in the dark 

Convinced that some sort of intangible evil has 
stricken the house and its environs, Stephen gropes 
his way thru a thick mist to the village of Arkham 
and there meets Dr. Henderson {Patrick Magee), a 
shabby drunken man who refuses to discuss Wit- 
ley. But Henderson's receptionist, Miss Bailey 
{Sheila Raynor), throws some light on the mystery. 
She tells Stephen that the demented Corbin Wit- 
ley died in the doctor’s arms. There had been no 
autopsy, no funeral that was known, and nobody 
but the doctor had seen the body. 

On his way back to the house at world’s end, 
Stephen is attacked in the dark foggy woods by 
a black-draped “object”. He manages to fight it

secret of misshapen things 

The couple go to the adjoining potting shed and 
are almost blinded by a dazzling array of incred- 
ible, shifting colors. At first a pale evil green as- 
saults their eyes, gradually giving way to a hell- 
ish red. The colors come from a brazier burning 
what appears to be crystals. Suddenly they flare 
up anew, to reveal a gruesome zoo of hideous 
creatures, snarling, tormented — overgrown ani- 
mals of gigantic grotesque shapes! 

Coupling the nightmare rainbow of colors with 
the menagerie of monstrosities, a light bums in 
Stephen’s brain. “Mutations!” he exclaims. “That 
must be what’s behind all the terror & tragedy 
of the Witley household.” Radiation must be the 
catalytic cause. 

He picks up a small chipped-off piece of stone 
which is giving off heat. He finds similar rocks 
embedded in the soil of the greenhouse and re- 
alizes there must be a “parent” stone somewhere 
nearby.

Suddenly the couple, Stephen & Susan, are con- 
fronted by a frightening sight— the distorted, 
leprous, snarling remains of Susan’s mother.

Stephen reaches for a candelabra and attempts 
to strike the creature but finds himself at her 
mercy.

At Letitia’s graveside, Witley bemoans his vanity 
and stubbornness in not paying heed to his wife’s 
warnings. And he tells Stephen of the accursed 
day when a huge fiery stone came screaming out 
of the sky and lodged itself on the heath. Stephen 
realizes it must have been a meteorite but sees 
that Witley believed it was something sent by his 
deceased father to bring riches & happiness to 
the house. 

When Stephen makes him see his terribley folly, 
Witley is determined to destroy the monster-stone. 
With a superhuman effort he rises from his wheel- 
chair and, picking up an ax, brings it crashing 
down on the glittering meteorite. 

Suddenly, out of the shadows, a figure in black 
appears, a long knife clutched in its hands. It is 
Helga, the maid who “disappeared”. She tries to 
kill Witley and wrenches the ax from his hand. 
She brings it down but Witley eludes her and the 
ax smashes the stone to fragments. 

Transfixed, Witley watches the color inside the 


broken meteorite write & rise toward him. Ste- 
phen & Susan, hearing screams from the Adytum, 
rush down to find the whole place a shambles. 
Stephen catches a glimpse of Witley, now “con- 
taminated” and himself a monster. 

With a horrible animal-like cry Witley advances 
on the lovers. 

The horrified young people rush out of the cham- 
ber of horrors, only to be pursued by the shambling 
Witley, now a witless wild beast, his physical rem- 
nants lit by a blinding phosphorescent glow. 

And once again Karloff suffers the fate that be- 
fell him so long ago, 30 years before in THE IN-

Forrest Ackerman tells me; “Little did I dream 
when I was 10 years old and read The Colour Out 
of Space’ in an issue of Amazing Stories, which in- 
cidentally featured an instalment of ‘The War. of 
the Worlds’ in it, that all these years later it would 
be made into a motion picture. I had never heard of 
Boris Karloff then (nor had the world, to any great 
extent) altho he did appear around that time in the 
silent film of mysterious happenings, THE 
BELLS.” 
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Today, he suffers an even more fiery fate at the exciting end of THE HOUSE . . . 


MEETING MR. MONSTER

the fascinating gloom of it all into the daylight 
outside the sound stage. It was time for lunch and 
my Shepperton studio friends “shepherded” me 
to the luncheon lounge.

but with the greatest possible respect for this 
charming star, I was on edge looking for someone 
else! 

Ail thru lunch I was on the alert for the man I 
had specifically come to meet, the man who had 
promised to see me for MW & FM. The scenes I 
had seen shot that morning had not included him. 
The suspense of wondering where he was and when 
he would appear was terrifying in itself! 

Then, suddenly; as they say, “across a crowded 
room”; I saw HIM. The distinguished white-haired 


English gentleman the world knows as — BORIS 
KARLOFF! 

He was deep in conversation with studio asso- 
ciates over lunch. I hurried thru mine and waited. 
Eventually he rose and walked towards the restau- 
rant exit, my guide & I in hot pursuit. 

“Jarman Meets Karloff” or “Karloff Meets the 
Jarmanster!” — all sorts of crazy possible titles 
for this encounter crowded my excited brain. 

And then— there we were at last, the great Boris 
warmly shaking hands with me.

Terrified by bats, her body & soul menaced by the 
Voivode of Vampires, pale as pink porcelain, wan as 
the last rose of summer, frail as the wing of a moth, 
she was the lost Lucy of DRACULA. 

What had become of Helen Chandler had been a mys- 
tery in recent years. A story was heard that she had been 
horribly disfigured in a fire in the 30s, had lost her mind 
as a result of the tragedy but still lived on, secluded in a 
sanitorium. Conflicting word was heard that she was 
alive & well but in retirement from the screen in New 
York. 

When the end finally came at 59, it was discovered that 
Helen Chandler had been living in obscurity in Holly- 
wood. Ten days after undergoing surgery she died, on 
30 April 1965. 

At one time she was married to Bramwell Fletcher, 
the actor who went "Mad” in THE MUMMY when Im-ho- 
tep came to life. 

The year before she appeared in DRACULA, Miss 
Chandler was the feminine lead in the fantasy film of 
life after death, OUTWARD BOUND. As she leaves life, 
outward bound for eternity, we salute the memory of the 
little flower whose fragrance will always be a gentle 
part of horror films’ heritage.

I T is a wild & stormy night in 1955. In a swampy 
area in the south, 2 lost hunters are seeking shel- 
ter from the raging elements.

But they are refused admittance by a cold- 
faced old man, Dr. Vornoff {Bela Lugosi).

[Tor Johnson). At the sight of Lobo they panic, 
fleeing blindly into the thunder & lightning until 
they come to a river where they pause to regain 
their breath.

— a human guinea pig. The involuntary volunteer 
demands to know who his captor is. 

“Vomoff,” he replies, smiling evilly. “Dr. Eric

Always impatient to advance his position, Kelton 
asks Capt. Robbins [Harvey B. Dunn) to be sent 
on an important assignment but Robbins refuses, 
as usual, and glances at the “MONSTER” head- 
lines. He instantly asks that Lt. Dick Craig [Tony 
McCoy) be sent in. Kelton rushes out. 

When Craig arrives, Robbins grimly reminds 
him that the recent murder brings the number 
of monster murders” to exactly 12. The last 2 
persons slain were hunters and a rifle found -on 
the scene of the crime showed that several bullets 
had been fired, undoubtedly at the “monster”. 
Craig asks him if he really believes that a “mon- 
ster exists and Robbins denies such a belief. 
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Soon Janet Lawton (Loretta King)— the news- 
paper reporter whose byline graces the “monster” 
articles starts to enter the office but is prevented - 
loudly objects and Robbins finally 
tells Kelton to release her.

“That can be arranged,” Janet smiles. 

Janet leaves the office and Craig & Robbins 
realize that she actually is foolish enough to keep 
her word. 

Janet goes to her newspaper office, hurrying to 
the real estate section, and there asks her friend 
who works in the department to supply some in- 
formation about the Lake Marsh estate. She is 
given the files to examine and soon discovers that 
the house was sold to Dr. Eric Vornoff in Decern-

ber of 1948, and she rushes out, telling her friend 
to make some kind of excuse for her departure 
to her boss & Craig. 

Out in the hall one of her companions sees her 
and reminds her that her boss wants her to change 
the “monster” articles but Janet politely refuses, 
saying she didn’t hear her, and drives away in her 
car. 

Elsewhere, Robbins is discussing the situation 
with a Prof. Vladimir Strowski (George Becwar)— 
a Soviet scientist — when Craig enters. Craig is 
introduced to Strowski, who reveals his purpose 
in coming: he had investigated the Loch Ness Mon- 
ster & similar phenomena and became interested 
in the Lake Marsh mystery. Craig inquires if there 
is any possibility that the Loch Ness creature could 
have migrated across the Atlantic and taken up 
residence in Lake Marsh but Strowski says that it 
is only very remotely possible. Strowski continues, 
saying that he would like to investigate the mystery 
in strictest secrecy, and Robbins agrees to let him. 
Robbins, however, insists that Craig and his friend

They stop the car for a moment, survey- 
mg the swamp around them, and Marty is nause- 
ated by the myriad crawling, slimy things that 
populate the region. They note the unnatural 
lightning, which seems as tho it were created by 
an atomic charge of some sort. Looking around 
for Strowski, they are puzzled by his absence, 
and finally return to the car and drive on. Sud- 
d^ly they spy Janet's car, propped up against 
a huge tree, and they screech to a halt. Craig scur- 
ries to the car but finds it deserted.

Presently Craig & Marty drive up beside Strow- 
ski s car.

As Marty drives away, Craig treks thru 
the weeds and accidentally plummets into a pit up 
to his neck. As he struggles to climb out, nearby, 
the alligators & snakes are slithering & crawling 
hungrily toward him. He fires his, revolver at 
them but without result. At last, however, he man- 
ages to pull himself out of the pit and limp away 
from the onrushing alligators.
